Acan, under the auspices of an overruling Providence, we have been permit- 
ted to convene, as the representatives ofthe people, invested with the power of le- 
m delegated by the enlightened freemen of the, state; for the purpose of 

lischarging the duties incident to:the important trust; . and I can but imdulge the 
hope, that the improved state of our public statutes—the absence of political dis- 
sension and party strife—the spirit- of unanimity which generally is manifested ; 
and by a humble reliance upon the guidance and favor of the Supreme Being, by 
whose peculiar regard we have'hitherto been distinguished ; we shall be enabled 
to perform the service with unusual harmony & all that dispatch, which is not in- 
Gonsistemt with temperate deliberation. ` 

From the local situation of the state; the pursuits of its inhabitants being al- 
most exclusively agricultural; and the general prevalence of regular economical 
industrious habits, but few subjects are presented, which require the attention of 
the legislature. i l 

„The recent revision of the act regulating and governing the militia of this statey 
will, it is presumed, render it unnecessary that much time should be occupied on 
that subject; my observation however, in relation to its operation, induces me to 
suggest the propriety, ofadopting some measures, by which. the services of the 
most effective, and useful, of that part of the citizens, who are supposed to consti- 
tute the force on which the state depends for its defence, may be secured. T allude 
to the facility with which commissions and discharges are obtained, by young 
gentlemen, the most promising, and who, from their influence, ability and ambi- 


tion, if retained, would greatly augment the number of those who are the prideand 
ornament of the militia,

Fhe necessity of having returns of the state of the militia regularly made is ape 
parent; ard whether any farther provision in the law on that head, will tend to 
remedy the evil, arising from the habitual neglect of this duty, is submitted to your 
consideration. 

The declaration of the council of censors, that the law regulating the rate of in- 
terest, is “ grossly and openly violated," corroborated by the testimony arising 
from common obsei vation, inspires the hope, that the legislature will, by an early 
attention to the subject, be enabled to act definitively thereon. Although it is the 
gen-ral opinion, and in which I fully concur, that laws calculated to limit the de- 
mands of money-lenders, are beneficial to society ; I am well persuaded, that if, 
as the council of censors allege, the existing law does not afford an effectual rem- 
edy, but ‘tis violated by a large proportion of our monied citizens,” instead of an- 
swering any useful purpose, it is productive of serious evil. As a general. prin- 
ciple, if is inexpedient to retain upon the records of the state an inefficient law. 
The statute referred to, was designed principally for the benefit and protection of 
the necessitous—to shield against the oppression of the wary capitalist, those 
who, from embarrassed circumstances, are compelled to apply for pecuniary aid 
to others, who possess the means. ‘Lhe premium that is now paid, for the suppo- 
sed risk of incurring the penalty would not be extorted, if from the provisions of 
the law, there was no prospect of escape, or if it was wholly repealed; and in 
either case, the exemplary citizen, who from principle, conforms to the law, 
would enjoy an equal privilege with him whose avarice is restrained only by ne- 
cessity. 

The unhappy effects of ignorance, and its attendants superstition, and immoral- 
ity, which we daily witness in other nations, especially in their abortive attempts, 
and impotent struggles, against the relentless rule of those, whose power is meas- 
ured hy the degrees of disparity, between their attainment in knowledge, and 
that of their subjects ; occasions a frequent recurrence to the approved maxim of 
freemen, ** that a general diffusion of useful knowledge, and an improved state of 
science, afford the best security to civil and religious liberty." As guardians of 
the state, and of the interests of its citizens, it is our duty to adopt such measures, 
as will most effectually secure to posterity, the peculiar blessings of that free gov- 
emment, which by our ancestors has been wisely established, and faithfully trans- 
mitted to us. A diligent and persevering attention to the education of our chil- 
dren, is that without which, we cannot expect the people will long retain a repub- 
lican form of government. These remarks have not been elicited by any evidence 
of a want of regard to the subject on the part of the general assembly, or from a 
belief, that in point of learning, the youth of this state are surpassed’ by any; 
but by the testimony of the council of censors, that the act of A. D. 1810, for the 
support of schools, has not been duly executed, and that the interference of the le- 
gislature is required. 

As the state possesses no public fund from which any portion of the current 
expenses of the government are defrayed, or to which resort can be had in times 
of great pressure upon the pecuniary Concerns of the people, and a direct appeal 
to them in the form of a tax. is resorted to annually ; the general assembly can- 
not too frequently be reminded; of the necessity of a practical, and careful atten- 
tion to economy, in public expenditures. 

At a period like the present, when the price of every commodity produced in 
the state, is depressed almost beyond example; it will affoii me the highest satis- 
faction to aid, in every measure calculated to advance the great interest of agri- 
culture. i 

As remittances for foreign manufactured articles, cannot be made by us as 
‘ heretofore, in the usual products of the state; the success of our manufactures is 
becoming an-object of deep interest, not only to those who are more immediately 
concerned, by an investment of their property, but to the great body of the citi- 
zens. I am not insensible that the subject is one over which the state legislatures 
have but little control ; and that the proceedings of congress are necessarily em- 
batrassed, by the great diversity of interest, in the different sections of this exten- 
sive country for which they are required to legislate. I-am also aware, that a dif- 

ference of opinion exists, amongst those who are immediately engaged in the busi- 
. mess of manufacturing; as to the propriety of any further interference on the part 
of the government; and that at present, property applied to this object, probably 
produces an income beyend that of any other. Ifthe citizens engaged in the bu- 
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siness, already possess peculiar-advantages,.and any further encouragement af. 
forded by the government, should operate exclusively to their advantage, the 
measure would be unjust; butifthis encouragement, should have the effect, great- 
]y to increase, not the profits, but the number of manufacturers and manufacturing 
establishments; and thereby produce a competition which does not now exist—to 
measurably change the course of agricultural pursuits, now so unprofitable, by 
inviting the growth of, and furnishing a home market for raw materials, as also a 
market for that surplus produce which bas heretofore been exported ;—and to se- 
cure amongst us a specie currency ; there can be no doubt of its wisdom and jus- 
tice. ` 

It will be necessary that thé act dividing the state into districts, for the electing 
representatives to congress, should be repealed, or suspended, at the present sés- 
sion ofthe legislature; as the ratio of representation, under the late census, will 
probably be changed before the next session ; and the number of representatives, 
to which we are entitled, may not be the same. It will also be necessary to.pro- 
vide for the second district, in which no election has been made. It may not he 
improper to oberve, that the repealing of the statute of A. D. 1818, may perhaps 
operate as a revival of the former statute. 

In obedience to the direction of the legislature at their last session, | appointed 
Horace Everett, Esq to revise the laws relating to the probate of wills, and settle- 
ment of testate and intestate estates; from whom I have recently received, and 
: will forthwith transmit to youhis report. ` . 

I have received from the states of Maryland and New-Hampshire, certain reso- 
lutions, accompanied by the very able reports of committees of their respective le- 
gislatures, upon the subject of appropriating pnblic lands, for the purposes of ed- 
ucation; requesting the co-operation of this legislature, and which will be duly 
transmitted to you. Should the general.assembly approve the principle, they 
will, it is believed, feel no delicacy in making the claim on. behalf of -the people 
of Vermont; for perhaps none in.the United States,.in proportion to their ability, 
contributed more to the acquisition of those rights, which were purchased by the 
toils, distresses, & sacrifices of the revolutionary war.  Situated:upon the frontier, 
they constituted a barrier between the enemy and the confederated states. Not 
having then been acknowledged as a member of the confederation, no part of the 
expense they incurred in the war, has been assumed by the general government, 
while they have participated in the burden of the funded debt. 

The attentios of the lesislature of this state, as wellas of the several states, has 
been requested by the general assembly of the state of Ohio, to the report of a 
committee, and certain resolutions of that general assembly approved and 'adopt- 
ed, at their last session; upon a subject of vital importance to.the interests. and 
safety of the union; and which shall be seasonably laid before you. In complying 
with my duty, in making this communication, I forbear attempting an investiga- 
tion of the subject, from a conviction, that any views which weuld be suggested, 
as the result of that examination, and consideration, [ have been enabled to-bestow 
upon it, have already been fully anticipated by you; inasmueh, as the public have 
long since had their minds directed thereto; and have been favored with the labor- 
ed exposition of learned jurists, and able statesmen : and more especially, as 
the important question embraced, occupied the solicitous atteiition of this legisla- 
ture, at their session in October, A. D. 1799; .and upon -which their opinion was 
unequivocally declared. Permit ‘me then to recommend to your dispassionate 
_ consideration, the matters contained in the report and resolutions; and to express 
my belief, that although Vermont would be the last to submit‘to-an encroachment 
made by either branch ofthe general government,‘upon those rights and powers 
which are reserved to it, as a free state; and would be prompt'in thé exercise of 
all legal, and constitutional meaus, to resist-every aggression; and whatever may 
bé the opinion, as to the correctness of the decision of the federal court, in the 
case referred to; yet that we shallnot readily adopt the opinion, that the several 
states, which compose the union, sustain the character of independent sovereign- 
ties, in the sense, that no power.short of that-which is physical, is'supposed to ex- 
ist, by which; a constitutional question, arisimg froin-an incongruity. in the acts of 
the general and state governments; can be decided. oo 

The late acquisition of a territory, designed by nature as a constituent part-of 
the union; and over which the united demands of interest, and security, require 
the jurisdiction of the government to extend ;. furnishes evidence of the wisdom,

sind i inspires confidence in the uprightness of the administration. The favorable. 
issue of this protracted negociation, in the Spanish government, has left the United: 
States, in relation to all for eign powers, upona footing, which | promises permanenf 
peace, and friendly intercourse. While enjoying this propitious aspect from a- 
broad, the mind that is duly impressed with a just sense of the value of our civil. 
institutions, that has inany measure surveyed the wretched state of other nations, 
and is not ignorant ofthe causes that have dissolved republics, is naturally inclined 
to inquire, whether there are any grounds of anxiety at home—any recognition of 
doctrines subversive of the government; and netwithstanding some may imagine, 
they can discover tokens of dissolution, in the manifestations of i increasing jeal- 
ousy, towards the authorities of the general government ; it would be with extreme 
reluctance, that I could permit myself to believe, that the time had arrived, in 
which any considerable portion of the citizens, would forget the necessity of re- 
straining unwarrantable suspicion, of smothering the first glimmering of the torch, 
of discord, and the expression of extreme solicitude, for the preservation of a con- 
eracy, whichis our only guaranty, against the degradation incident to despo- 
tism, and that which alone can secure us, from becoming in the end, the subjects 
of foreign.domination.

‘Lhe superintendant of the státe prison made the following report and exhibits, 
viz:— E 


To the General Assembly of the: State of Vermont, now ùn session : 3 


The inclosed account current, accompanied by an account of expenditures and 
manufactures, exhibiting the situation of the state prison for ten months, ending 
Sept 30, 1821, is respectfully submitted to their consideration. 


I would beg leave to observe, on the subject of the state prison, that, when E 
‘entered upon the duties of my appointment as superintendant, Fwas induced to 
continue the weaving business from a consideration that many of the convicts had. 
become expert weavers ; and a large amount of property, consisting of looms and 
other weaving apparatus would become useless, and nearely lost to the state, if 
relinquished ; and to aid me more profitably to pursue it, I hoped. to find the 
funds and property ofthe state prison in such situation, as to enable me to use 2 
considerable part of the money, appropriated by the state, for-theinstitution, in . 
the purchase of stock ; but found, that owing to the numerous and pressing de- 
mands against the prison, and the doubtful character of a consi ierable part of 
the debts due the prison, that I could not with propriety usc but a small amount of 
the money appropriated for the purchase of yarm.—3So far as that has beeb done, 
the result has been a profit to the state of at least 50'per cent on the sum paid for 
the yarn. - . ; s 


Theshoe and boot making business has not been carried ‘on so extensively as 
last year; the work having been coufined exclusively to custom work.. Hereto- 
fore, considerable quantities of shoes have been made for market, which has little 
or no profit to the state, as the stock is nearly all the same as cash to the state, & 
in very few instances, cash can be'realized from-the sales. Owing tothe increas- 
ed number of convicts, I was enabled to put into operation seven additional looms, 
and hólding out the inducement to the prisoners of one cent per yara for cloth wo- 
ven over the stated day's works, which was embraced by many, I am, therefore, 
enabled to state, that ninety-eight thousand yards have been woven in the lastten 
months, being seventeen thousand yards more than was woven in the twelve 
preceding months. 


On examination of former purchases of deep and pale blue yarn, I found that 
the prices paid were from 34 to 37 cents per ib. more than for brown yarn ot the 
same numbers; and believing that a saving might be made, was induced te try 
an experiment, the result of which is, that the additional sums of from 34 to 37 
cts. per lb for dying, paid formerly, is reduced to 16 cts. per lb. by doing it within 
the prison. I would further remark that the contract entered into with the Lippit 
factory at Providence is two and a half per cent ‘better this year than the prect« 
ding From the circumstances alluded to above, Í am happy to be able to state 
to you, that the state prison has been able to support itself for the last ten months, 
as will appear by the accounts herewith submitted. 


Iwould beg leave further to suggest the propriety of passing a law, exacting 
from those, who visit the prison solely from curiosity, a small sum.—At present 
it.is attended with trouble and expense, as one of the guard is employed a great 
portion of time in attending to visitors of this description.

DEAR SIR, 


Since the receipt of your favor of the 11th of June, I have removed the arms 
from Orwell to this place, and had them deposited in a safe building for that pur- 
pose, and have drawn on the treasurer for 271 in favor of the Bridport artillery 
company, which is all that has been drawn by this department ; and when Ja- 
cob Babbett, jr. has complied with the terms [ have prescribed in my letter to him 
of July 14th, 1821. a further draft will be made in his favor for the amount of his 
claim; and with respect to further purchases, it would be desirable to obtain the 
views of the legislature as to the kine of ordnance it had contemplated, and such 
views so far as they can be ascertained would govern me in any purchases I might 
in future make.—And with respect to a report to the legislature from this depart- 
ment, I suspect it is unnecessary as it is not required by any law on the subject 
of the duties of quarter-master general. It might however be proper for the quar- 
ter-master general in the month of September of each year, to make a report of 
the state of his department to the commander in chief, with a view to enable him 
in any call of the legislature to furnish the information wanted. The armsin my 
possession will want repairs, and I suspect there is no law which will warrant the 
necessary expenditure for that purpose.

To the honorable legislature now sitting : 


Your committee to whom the petition of the corporation of the University of 
Vermont was referred, report the following facts, so far as we have beer èra- 
bled to ascertain, viz. 


That by an act of the legislature of this state, passed in the year 1789; agents 
were appointed in different parts of the state, te solicit subscriptions for raising & 
sum of money to defray the expense of erecting a suitable edifice for an univer- 
sity, to be located in such place as should appear to have offered the most effi- 
cient and liberal support. ' - 


That afterwards a subscription for this object was obtained for the erection of 
a college at Burlington, amounting to more than $20,000. Whereupon the legis- 


lature at their session in 1791, granted the charter of the University of Vermont, 
and located the same at Burlington. 


That as early as the year 1795, the corporation commenced clearing the lot of 
fand whereon the scite of the college was éstablished, and completed a large com- 
modious house in the fall of 1799, designed for the use of the president, and also 
dud the accommodation of a few students, until the college edifice was comple- 
ted. 


That im the spring of 1800, contracts were made by the corporation for mak- 
ing 300,000 bricks, for the erection of the eollege edifice; that said bricks were 
completed during that season and brought on to the ground where the building 
was to be erected, in the winter of 1801, and that early in the spring of 1801, the 
operations for building were commenced and progressed as rapidly as the nature 
of so important an undertaking would permit; and that the expense of complet- 
ing the game is estimated at 35 or $40,000. : f 
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That Doct. D. C. Sanders commenced instruction with a respectable class of 
scholars, in the year 1799, in the president's bouse, who afterwards graduated at 
the university under the presidency of said Sanders. 


That at the session of the assembly in 1800, holden at Middlebury, a charter 
was granted for a college at Middlebury, by the legislature, with a full knowledge 
of the facts, 


"That the prosperity of the university was greatly retarded during the late war, 
whereupon the Rev. Dr. Sanders resigned his office as president, and instruction 
thereupon suspended, and the college edifice was from necessity leased to the 
United States, for the use of the army, who contimued in possession thereof un- 
til the peace in 1815, since which time the same has been put in eomplete repair 
at an expense of about 4,500 dollars, out of monies received from the United 
States. 

In the month of March, 1815, Doct. Samuel Austin was appointed president 
and was inducted into office at the succeeding commencement in August, and 
resigned his office in the spring of 1821, and that instruction has been continued 
in the university until the present time, under the charge of the professors and 
tutors. 

It appears that a subscription to the amount of $5000, was made about five 
years since by the inhabitants of Burlington and its vicinity, payable $1000 year- 
ly, for the purpose of aiding in the payment of the salaries of the officers of the 
university, that the subscriptions have been generally punctually paid, and the 
balance due thereon collectable. 

It also appears that there was due at the last commencement to the officers of 
the university, the sum of $3988,56, to meet which there is due for tuition, bal- 
ance of rents and subscriptions and cash in the treasury, the sum of $1740,75; 
leaving the corporation indebted the sum of $2247 81. 


That the annual receipts for rents of the college land amount to between 10 
and $1200.

That they have attentively considered the said reports, and the resolutions, re- 
spectively, predicated thereon, and find them to contain the following principles, 
which, in the opinion of your committee, cannot be denied or resisted : 


That the public lands of the United States, whether acquired by force, or by 
acts, or deeds of cession from particular states, or by purchase from foreign gov- 
ernments, are the common property of the Union, and ought to be applied to the 
common use aad benefit ofall the states, in just proportions ; and not to the use & 
benefit of any particular state, or states, to the exclusion of others; and that any 
such partial appropriation of them, for state purposes, is a violation of our nation- 
al compact, as well as of the principles of just and sound policy: - 


And that, as large appropriations of the public lands have been made by the 
United States (and in the opinion of your committee, with perfect propriety) to 
certain particular states, for the purpose of education, the rights of the other states 
will be violated unless a like appropriation be made to them, of the public lands, 
for the same purposes, in just proportion. 

In these principles your committee fully agree with the legislatures of the states 
of Maryland and New-Hampshire, and believe the arguments detailed in the re- 
ports made to the legislatures of those states respectively, and particularly that 
from the state of Maryland, to be altogether unanswerable. 


The reports and resolutions referred to your committee, which have been pub- 
lished for the use of the general assembly, so clearly and irresistibly elucidate and 
establish the principles maintained, that an attempt, on the present occasion, at 
further or more ample discussion, would be superfluous. 5 


They may be allowed, however, to suggest, that the claims of the state of Ver- 
mont, on the subject, may be urged with as much justice, as those of any other 
state. 


The burdens and sacrifices of the revolutionary war, which secured the sources 
of our national wealth, as well as our independence, were shared in full propor- 
tion, by the people of this state.—4At the same time, as this state was not then a 
member of the confederation, no indemnity was obtained from the United States, 
though, on its accession to the Union, it became subject, equally with the other 
states, to the burden of the public debt. 


Your committee recommend to the general assembly, the adoption of the follow- 
mg resolutions :— 
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Resolved, by the General Assembly of the State of Wermont, That each of the 
‘ United States has an equal right to participate in the benefit of the publie lands, 
as the common property of the Union; and that the states, in whose favor con- 
gress have not made appropriations of land, for the purposes of education, are en- 
titled to such appropriations as will be in a just proportion with those heretofore - 
made in favor of the other states. 


Resolved, That his excellency the governor be requested to transmit copies of 
the foregoing report and resolutions, to each of our senators and representatives 
in congress, with a request that they will use their endeavors to procure the pas- 
sage of an act to appropriate to the use of the state of Vermont, for the purposes 
of education, such quantity of the public lands as shall be equitable and just.

But your committee beg leave further. to suggest, that in their opinion, the 
principal cause which has hitherto produced the injurious consequences embraced 
in the subject of the resolution, cannot consistently, be remedied by law, 
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An erroneous principle has long prevailed in the militia of this state, that their 
comniissioned officers are bound in honor of all military occasions to treat those 
under their command with ardent spirits and other expensive liquors. ; 
_ This custom has become universally prevalent, and altho’ it meets the disap- 
probation of many, yet no one durst oppose it at the hazard of his réputation. 


The expense incident to such a practice becomes a, grievous burden to commis- 
Sioned officers, and but few can be-found who are able and willing to bear it for 
any considerable time. 

This custom in the opinion of your committee, is attended with à train of evils 
to the militia of this state, and is the principal cause of the frequent applications 
óf commissioned officers to be discharged from military duty, and ought to be 
discountenanced by the honorable general assembly. l 


Your committee therefore recommend for adoption-the following resolutions : 


In General Assembly, Nov. 8, 1821. 


. Resolved, 'That the custom which prevails with the commissioned officers of the 
militia of this state of giving by way of treat, ardent spirits to those under their 
command, is attended with pernicious consequences to the militia, and merits the 
disapprobation of this general assembly. 


The practice becomes burthensome to officers, corrupts the morals of soldiers, 
tends to introduce disorder, confusion and disobedience, and ought to be discoun- 
tenanced by all classes of community.

Report, That atter a careful examination of the books of the auditor of ac- 
counis against the state, frum the year 1808. down to this time, we find that the 
auditor ior the iast two years, appears to have been governed by the same rules, 
and to have allowed in tne same manner that his predeeessors in office during 
that period had done, the accounts of the secretary of state, the secretary of the 
governor and council, and the clerk of tne general assembly-—That we find by an 
exainination of the law relating to the duties of the secretary of state, that there 
arc a variety of services performed by him, for which no specific compensation is 
by law allowed, wnich have been charged in their accounts from 1809, down to 
this time, the respective items of which appear to have gradually increased until 
the sear 1814, since which time the allowance to the secretary of state appears 
annuall» to nave been about the same. In the.account allowed in favor of the se- 
erctary of the governor ani council, we find no item a compensation for which is 
not fixed by law, The amount allowed -to the clerk of tne general assemblyjap- 
pears reasonable, Your committee would beg leave further to suggest, from a view 
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ef the case, and a conviction of the extreme difficulty of finding a specific com- 

ensation for the various services required of the secretary of state, the secreta- ’ 
ry of the governor and council, and the clerk of the general assembly, and desig- 
nating which of them are to be performed without any additional compensation 
to their per diem allowance, that we would recommend the establishment of a 
salary for those offices respectively. The enclosed communication which we have. 
received from the secretary of state, we would submit to the consideration of the 
generakassembly.

'The secretary of state feeling himself implicated in the inquiry relative to sun- 
dry allowances by the auditor of accounts, begs leave to present to the committee 
raised to make that inquiry, the following considerations :— 


The secretary has claimed an allowance for special services rendered during 
the session of the legislature, (such as keeping the joint committee journal, &c.) 
on the following grounds :— 


ist. That such allowance had been made to former secretaries, had become a 
matter of public record on the auditor's books, which are always open to public 
inspection ; and therefore, ashe had reason to conclude; had been acquiesced in 
by the legislature. - ; 


2d. In addition to the authority of mere precedent, the secretary considered 
himself justified by the reasons on which that precedent was obviously founded. 


The law “relating to the office and duty of secretary of state," passed March 
3; 1797, enacts, among other things, that “it shall be the duty ofthe secretary of 
state to attend himselfor his deputy, every stated, or adjourned session of the 
legislature,”—that he ‘shall, at all times, keep a regular and open office, for the 
transaction of the business of his office,"—that he shall “make all such state- 
ments, in writing, as shall, from time to time, be required of him by the legisla- 
ture, or by the governor and council,"—and that he “ shall do and perform alU 
acts and things proper for a secretary ofstate." 


In the act regulating fees, it is enacted, that there shall be allowed tothe secre- 
tary of state for attendance on the general assembly, per day, the sum of two dol- 
lars and fifty cents. 


The question here arises, whether the allowance of two dollars and fifty cents 
per day, was ever intended, or could be fairly understood, to be a. compensation 
for any other services than those contemplated in the act above mentioned. It is 
presumed that the secretaries with whom the practice in question originated, con- 
sidered that the per diem allowance embraced the above services, ‘and no other.— 
Hence originated the practice of claiming allowance for the laborious and respon- 
sible duty of keeping the joint committee journal, and for the performance of 
other extra services which have, from time to time, been imposed on the secreta- 
ry of state. But what furnishes an additional and powerful reason for the intro- 
duction of this practice is, that, in addition to the “keeping, at all times, a regu- 
lar and open office for the transaction of business, and doing and performing aH 
` acts and things proper for a secretary of state," custom has introduced the secre- 
tary into the house of representatives, m the capacity of assistant clerk—the du- 
ties of which, it is well known, are, during soine parts of the session, peculiarly 
Jaborious. | 


Thus it will be seen that the duties of the secretary during the session, were by 
this custom, more than doubled, while the compensation remained the same.— 
How far the per diem allowance of two dollars and fifty cents could bear to be 
thus loaded with a gradual accumulation of duties, the legislature probably never 
considered. But the officer who was called upon to. perform these duties, could 
not fail to feel, what was, perhaps, little thought of by others—that his real com- 
pensation was much less than that of former secretaries, inasmuch as their labor 
feli far short of his, while their compensation was the same. If two dollars and 
fifty cents per day was but a fair compensation for a given amount of service, by 


what rule could it be considered a fair compensation, when that service was more 
than doubled ? 
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Thus, probably, reasoned the secretary with whom the practice in question ori- 
ginated, and thus, it should seem, must every man reason, who is intimately ac- 
quaipted with the duties ofthe office.

To ihe honorable general assembly, now silting : | 


Your committee appointed to enquire into the expediency of printing the 
first constitution of this state, and the laws which were passed under that consti- 
tution, together with such other laws of this state as are not now in print— 


Respectfully report, 


That on examination they find that the first constitution of this state which 
was adopted in December, 1777, is not in print —That no laws passed previous 
to the month of February, 1779, are on record in the office of the secretary of 
Sstate—Tbhat in February and March, 1779, a code of laws was passed, with which 
the records in the office of the secretary commence—That the constitution was 
revised by a convention holden at Manchestér, in the year 1786, and very impor- 
tant amendments were adopted—That in February and March, 1787, a generat 
revision of the laws was made, and for the first time, the laws were bound in a 
volume, and all the laws which have since been passed, have been bound in vol- 
umes, and at different times, and will with sufficient certainty be continues for 
future use, should the records in the secretary's cffice be destroyed ; but the laws 
which were passed previous to the year 1787 were not bound. Some of your com- 
mittee recollect that the laws which were passed in 1778 were printed ir. small 
pamphlet, and as they are not found in the secretary's office, it is probable that 


. 161 

they wére all temporary, or that the laws which were then passed printed i in 2 
large folio pamphlet and distributed to the small number of magistrates then by 
reason of the revolutionary war, confined to the present counties of Bennington, 
Windham, Windsor, and a part of the county of Rutland. Some of your com- 
mittee have formerly seen them and have made use of them in courts of justice, 
but have not seen them for many years past, and should the records in the sec- 
retary's office be destroyed, there would be a blank in the history of legislation, 
which could never be fillcd. 


Your committee also find that the council of safety was formed about the year 
1775, but no journals of their proceedings previous to August, 1777, are in the 
office of the secretary. Your committee are deeply impressed with the impor- 
tance of collecting and pr eserving the records of the origin and formation of the 
government of this state. No people on the face of the earth have more reason 
to be proud of their origin, and to no people can it be more gratifying or more 
useful to look back on the patriotism, enterprize, perseverance and unshaken 
firmness of their fathers. 


Your committee therefore respectfully recommend the passage of the accom- 
panying bill.

T'o the Hon. the General Assembly now in session : 


Your eommittee to whom was referred the petition of Silas Hathaway, praying 
the general assembly to grant him a new trial in the cause Heman Allen against 
‘the said petitioner and oae Uzal Piersons; 


Respectfully report, That it appears from the face of said petition, among other 
things, that the cause in which a new trial is prayed for, was an action of tres- 
pass on the case, founded on tort, commenced in 1819—That it came by appeal 
into the supreme court for the county of Chittenden, where, at their June term, 
4820, a trii was had before a jury, who returned a verdict against the defend- 
ants-—That after verdict, and before judgment, the defendants filed a motion in 
arrest of judgment, on the ground of the alleged insufficiency ef the plaintiff's 
declaration; and also a bill of exceptions, which was allowed by the judge— That 
the judgment was respited, and the cause continued till the July term of the sus 
preme court in said county, 1821, when the de‘endants were heard by the whole 
court, on the motion in arrest of judgment, & also ou the exceptions taken, as a 
ground for a new trial—That the court did not, for.any cause there shown, grant 


a new trial, but proceeded to render Osmi on the verdict, and issued execu- 
tion thereupon. BAS

That the plaintiff levied his execution on the real estate of Piersons in part sat- 
isfaction thereof, and ‘comjnitted the petitioner to gaol, on an alias execution for 
the balance. i

And, that since the rendition of the judgment, Piersons has deceased. 


It further appears that the relief sought, is prayed fọr, on the alleged ground, 
that the court improperly excluded important and material evidence, from going 
to the jury on the trial, and that the jury returned an enormous verdict against 
the defendants. 


From these facts alone, without going into a consideration of any of the facts 
which became or were material on the trial of the issue joined between the par- 


ties in the court of law, the following preliminary aud important considerations 
‘arise :— 


Ist. Whether thé power to grant a new trial, in any case, is vested in the legis- 
lature, by the constitution ?—and 


2dly. If so, whether it is expedient, and can, without working an injustice, be 
Mone in this particular case ? f 


Your committee are fully aware, that in order to come to a correct decision on 
the first point, it is necessary, as far as possible, to ascertain the true line of dis- 
tinction between legislative and judiciary powers :—for, that no judiciary power 
is granted to this house, by the constitution, (except in relation to the election, 
qualifications and conduct of its own members, which is rather incidental than 
primary) will not admit of a doubt. On the contrary, it is expressly declared 
in the constitution, that the three departments of the ‚government shall be sepa- 
rate and distinct, so that neither exercise the powers properly belonging to the 
ether. 

The constitution has no where defined the powers of the judiciary; and we are 
left, therefore, to ascertain their limits from those laws and usages, with manifest 
reference to which, it was framed. And these, it is believed, deciare absolutely 


and unequivocally, that the power in question, is incidental alone, to the adminis- 
iralion of justice. 


It is incidental, not to the power of prescribing a rule of conduct, (which is a 
legislative power) because it is not necessary to renderthat power complete; but 
it 1s incidental to the power of administering such rule, (which is a judicial pow- 


er) because, in certain cases, such rule cannot be properly carried into effect 
without it. 


Your committee will not waste the time of the house, in proving that one de- 
partment of the government cannot constitutionally exercise an incidental pow- 
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er, where the primary power is vested in another. The admission of such a prim 
ciple would sap the foundation of our government, and enable one department 
by indirect means to destroy the independence and overturn the authority of the 
ether. 


' On the second point, the committee beg leave to observe, that the question 
which this case presents, is purely a question of law: for, we are called upon to 
decide, that the supreme court erred in law, in excluding from the jury the testi- 
mony, which was offered and rejected. This, the legislature cannot do, without, 
3n effect, constituting themselves à high court of errors, and assuming a judicial 
authority, paramount to the highest j udiciary tribunal known to the constitution. 


Again—should the legislature assume this power, and on learning the particu- 
lar facts excluded, decide that there was error, their judgment would not be defin- 
itive between the parties, or binding on the supreme court. That tribunal, on a` 
new trial, must again assume the responsibility of deciding the law; and, unless 
they are convinced, that they have erred in law, must decide again in the same 
way. ki á 


This consideration brings your committee to another material fact in the cases 
which is, that by the existing laws of the land, the party has still the right 
te apply to the supreme court for a new trial; which right will not expire till 
next July. And the committee are unable to discern any reason why the court 
will not be as open to a conviction of error, (if any they have committed) on & 
hearing for a new trial, as on the trial itself. 


Besides, the committee are not aware that this house have ever undertaken te 
legislate for particular cases. where there was a legitimate mode of obtaining the 
obj: ct, already prescribed by law. But, if they have, the impolicy of such a course 
is, in the opinion of your committe, too apparent to entitle the practice to the au- 
thority of precedent. 


Your committee would also respectfully submit for the consideration of the 
house, whether the death of Piersons does not put it out of the power of the le- 
gislature to grant the prayer of the petition, without hazarding the risk of doing 
an injustice to the petitionee? The action being personal, dies with the person; 
and the guilt or innocence of Piersons can never again become the subject of ju- 
dicial inquiry. A new trial must necessarily vacate the existing judgment, and 
the plaintiff's remedy, as well against the property as the person of Piersons, wil 
be gone forever 


Wherefore, your committee recommend to the house, the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolution :— 


Resolved by the general assembly of the state of Vermont, That the prayer of 
the petition ‘of Silas Hathaway tor a new trial between Heman Allen and the 
petitioner, in an action of trespass on the case, in which action the said Allen 
was plaintiff, and the petitioner and one Uzal Piersons, since deceased, were de- 
fendants, ought not to be granted.
